A PITIFUL CASE OF INSANITY.

A letter appeared in the Timen a few 
day8 a^o Binned Ah Him , purporting to 
come from a Chinam an. The writer of 
the letter stated that the games were in 
progress now in Chinatown with the 
sanction of Chief Cuddy, and that money 
was regularly paid for the immunity 
from raids. The only Chinaman who 
rejoices in the name of Ah Him is an 
ex-court interpreter, who is now one of 
the lessees of the Chinese Theatre. 
He 
is a well educated man in his own lan­ 
guage and speaks English very fluently, 
but he declares that he can neither read 
nor write in any other language than the 
Chinese. As far as he is concerned the 
letter in the Times is a forgery. He took 
the trouble to come to the H e r a l d office 
last night to say that he was very unwil­ 
ling to be responsible for any such state­ 
ments. 
“ There are no games running with the 
consent of the police,” said Ah Him, 
“ that I know anything about, and none 
of 
the educated or 
more influential 
Chinese take any stock in the charges 
that are made against Chief Cuddy on 
that score. 
I have talked with a great 
many of them about it, and if anything 
underhanded was going on I believe I 
should have heard about it. There is a 
gang there headed by Ah Sam who re­ 
cently got Officer M cGrath into trouble, 
who boast openly that they will do all in 
their power to down the Chief. 
They 
hate him because he knows them too 
well.” 
W hat about that McGrath m atter” 
was asked of Ah Him. 
That was worked by Ah 8am. 
He 
said beforehand that he was going to do 
it and boasted of it afterward. 
I have 
heard him say many tim es that he can 
get anything done he wants at tho 
Mayor’s office. 
Since McGrath was dis­ 
charged you would think this man Ah 
Sam owned the whole of Chinatown. 
Some of his friends started a paper to 
raiFe money for him. 
W hat you call it— 
book—a subscription ?” 
“ Do you mean a testim onial?” 
“ That is w hat you call it. They raised 
*75 or *80 for him and lie bought a new 
suit of clothes, and has been showing oil 
around ever since. 
W hen they raised 
the money, most of those who put it did 
so on an understanding that the removal 
of McGrath m eant that gambling was 
no longer to be interfered with, and they 
look up to Ah Sam now as a go-between 
who will manage thing in the M ayor’s 
office for them . If Ah Sam is engineer­ 
ing this business for those who are m ak­ 
ing the attack on Cuddy, they had better 
look into tho record which he mado for 
himself in San Francisco ” 
The statem ent of Ah Him concerning 
the forged letter and the character and 
performances of Ah Sam, appear to 
show that queer testimony is being 
brought to down the Chief.

Vest Divests it of Misappre­ 
hensions. 


H O W H A R R I S O N 
V O T E D , 


The W hole R epublican P a rty S how n 
to be R o tten on Its Chinese 
R ecord. 


On this coast at least the question of 
Chinese exclusion ought to cut a figure 
scarcely second to that of Tariff Reform 
In spite of a very culpable lukewarmness 
in the first stages of the discussion the 
Republican party in California and in 
general west of the mountains, later on 
developed a warm interest in this policy 
—that is so far as professions go. Indeed 
politicians of th at party make th e claim 
th at their people are as strongly anti- 
Chineee as are ours. Then comes tho at 
titude 
of 
their 
candidate 
for the 
Presidency 
as 
to 
this 
matter. 
Mr. 
De 
Young 
of th e 
Chvomcie 
a t the time of General H arrison’s nom­ 
ination loodiy proclaimed that he could 
not be elected because of his record on 
this question. 
Many and vigorous at­ 
tem pts have since been made to show 
th a t Mr. De Young was wrong. 
The 
Republican press goes further, and now 
sets up the claim that the party and can­ 
didate are sounder on the Chinese m at­ 
ter than are the Democratic party and its 
candidate. Senator Vest, in his speech in 
the Senate the other day appealed to the 
records on this point. 
His treatm ent of 
the question is exhaustive. 
H ere it is. 
We hope every Democratic will cut this 
from the R 
e b a i. d , carefully preserve it, 
and settle absolutely the status of our 
party and of the Republican party when 
ever this Chinese business is called up. 
The article is long, but no one will re­ 
gret the perusal of its every line unless it 
be a Harrison Republican. 
My principal object in now addressing 
the Senate is to show by the record be­ 
yond any doubt or question that all the 
opposition to legislation intended to pre­ 
vent Chinese immigration has come from 
the Republican party, and from distin­ 
guished Republicans, including their can­ 
didate for the Presidency, Gen. Benjamin 
H arrison, of Indiana. 
On February 24, 1882, the Senate pro­ 
ceeded to the consideration of the bill “ to 
execute certain treaty stipulations with 
the Chinese,’’ reported favorably by the 
Committee on Foreign Relations, and 
which provided as as follows: 
T hat from and after the expiration of ninety 
daya next after the passage of this act, and 
un til th e expiration of tw enty years next after 
th e passage of this act, the com ing of Chinese 
laborers to the United States be, and th e same 
ia hereby, suspended; and during such auspen- 
aion it snail not be law ful for any Chinese 
laborer to come, or, having come alter th e ex­ 
piration of said ninety days, to rem ain, w ithin 
the United States. 
Sec. 2. T hat any m aster of aDy vessel, of 
whatever nationality, w ho shall knowingly on 
■uch vessels bring w ithin the jurisdiction of 
the United States, and perm it to be landed, any 
C hinese laborer from any foreign port or place, 
ahall be deem ed guilty of a m isdem eanor, and 
on conviction thereof shall be punished by a 
fine of not m ore than $500 for eacn and every 
auch Chinese laborer b o brought, and m ay be 
alao im prisoned for a term not exceeding one 
year. 
Sec. 3. T hat th e two foregoing sections shall 
n o t applv to Chinese laborers who were in the 
U nitea fetates on th e 7th day of November, 
1880. 
The first am endment proposed was 
th at of Mr. Grover, k Democratic Sena­ 
tor from Oregon, on February 28, 1882 
T h at th e words '‘Chinese laborers” wherever 
nsed in this act shall be construed to mean both 
skilled and unskilled laborers, and Chinese em ­ 
ployed in m ining. 
On March 9, 1882, this amendment was 
adopted by the following vote: 
Yeas—Messrs. Beck, Bayard. Call, Cameron of 
W isconsin, Cockrell, Coke, Fair, Farley, Gar­ 
lan d , George, Gorman, Harris. Jackson. Jonas, 
Jones of Nevada, Maxey, Miller of California,

only procure a certificate from a consul 
th a t he had himself paid for his passage 
to this country. 
In other words, when­ 
ever a Chinam an, 
no m atter how 
degraded or brutal, could beg or borrow, 
or steal enough money to pay 
his 
passage, and should go to a United 
States consul and make exhibit of that 
sum and obtain his certificate, he could 
then land upon our shores and compete 
with the American laborer. 
It í b within my personal knowledge 
th a t General Harrison knew from actual 
observation much more of the Chinese 
question than m any of his colleagues, 
for he had before giving his vote often 
visited H elena, M ontana, his son being 
United States Assayer at th a t place, and 
had there Been the Chinese quarters, 
with all the curious habits of this strange 
people. 
The plea of ignorance in behaW 
of General H arrison is, therefore, under 
th e circumstances, an attack upon his 
intelligence both as a public man and an 
individual, which constitutes a reflec­ 
tion upon the party presenting him as 
th e ir candidate for the highest office 
w ithin the gift of the American people.

A rticle 2 of 
the treaty confers th e rights, privileges, im ­ 
m unities and exem ptions w hich are accorded 
to citizens and subjects of th e m ost favored 
nations upon Chinese subjects proceeding to tho 
United Staiea as teachers, students, m erchants, 
or from cariosity. The A m erican com m ission­ 
ers report th at th e C hinese G overnm ent elslm 
ed th a t in this article they did, hy exclusion, 
provide that nobody should be entitled to claim 
th e benefit of tho general provisions of th e Bur­ 
lingam e treaty but those who m ig h t go to the 
U nited States in those capacities o r for those 
purposes.

The House bill had been framed from 
three bills 
introduced by Mr. Page 
(Republican) and Messrs. W illis and 
Berry (Democrats). 
In the Page hill the 
time during which Chinese immigration 
was prohibited was fixed at ten years, 
whilst in tho W illis bill it was placed at 
fifteen years, and in the Berry hill at 
sixteen years. The first serious collision 
in the Senate between the friends and 
enemies of the measure occurred on tiie 
question of striking out the fourteenth 
section of the hill, as was recommended 
hy the majority of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations.

struction of the word “ laborers” in the 
treaty which conferred upon Chinese 
subjects coming to the United States as 
laborers, students, merchants, or from 
curiosity the privileges accorded to citi­ 
zens of the most favored Nation, and 
that all others were excluded. But Gen. 
Harrison said: 
In tho treatv the word "laborers" is used. I 
take it that it is not in the power of Congress to 
enlarge the m eaning of th at word. 
W henever 
It m eant in the treaty it would m ean the sarao 
thing as used in law. We cannot m ake it mean 
more than that. Therefore,why not lei it stand 
in tho law as in the treaty, and let the use of 
th at word include what It will.' 
It is difficult to belive that a lawyer of 
General Harrison’s standing m eant that 
Congress had no power to construe or 
even to abrogate a treaty. The Supreme 
Court of the United States in several 
cases, and especially in the Cherokee 
tobacco cases [2 Wallace], has em phat­ 
ically declared that Congress has the 
power, and I assume therefore that his 
real objection to the legislation constru­ 
ing the word “ laborers," as used in the 
treaty, came from the unwillingness “ to 
let go of the old idea,” as he expressed 
it in his letter to Mr. Brant of St. Louis, 
“ that this was the free home of all 
comers.” 
As Senator Grover very prop­ 
erly said, both the President and the 
commission who made the treaty consid­ 
ered the section struck out by the com­ 
mittee the proper construction of the 
term “ laborers,” and it is absolutely nec­ 
essary, in order to avoid an avalanche of 
Chinese upon our shores, to put the m at­ 
ter beyond doubt. 
To this General Harrison replied with 
a sneering allusion to a will case he had 
once tried, when the lawyer on the other 
side had claimed to know what the will 
m eant, because he had written it, and he 
continued to insist that the term “ labor­ 
ers” should be left alone, tobe construed 
by the officers enforcing the law.

General Harrison voted against the 
bill and in favor of permitting the Chi­ 
nese to inundate the Pacific Coast. 
On April 25, 1882, the Senate proceed- 
in Committee of the Whole to the con­ 
sideration of the House bill, No. 5,804, 
“ to execute certain treaty stipulations 
with the Chinese.” This measure was 
substantially the same aa the bill vetoed 
by President Arthur, with the exception 
that the period during which the Chinese 
were not perm itted to come within our 
territory was shortened from twenty* to 
ten years, this having been the salient 
point of objection to the first bill on the 
part of the President. 


The vote of General Harrison was re­ 
corded against the section prohibiting 
Chinese naturalization and in favor of 
the substitute offered by Mr. Edm unds, 
which simply left the m atter of Chinese 
citizenship to the courts, w ithout any in­ 
terference by Congress as to their juris­ 
diction or discretion. 
In the debate upon the Farley amend­ 
m ent, in 1882, it was stated by Senator 
Farley, and adm itted hy the Senator 
from Ohio (Mr. Sherm an), and will not 
be denied now, that Chinese had been 
adm itted to citizenship by the courts of 
M assachusetts, and it was to condemn 
in unm istakable term s such action either 
by Federal or State tribunals that the 
am endm ent was offered. 
It was not known then to the friends 
of the pending bill that in 1876, when 
Gen. Harrison was the Republican can­ 
didate for Governor of Indiana, the Su­ 
perior Court of Indianapolis had, on 
motion of Mr. Miller, his law partner, 
naturalized seven Chinamen, who cast 
their votes at the next election for Gen. 
Harrison 
and 
the 
Republican State 
ticket. 
It is not a m atter of surprise 
that with this practical result of Chinese 
citizenship in his recent experience the 
Republican candidate for the Presidency 
voted against the provision in the act of 
1882 prohibiting Chinese naturalization. 
The next struggle between the friends 
and opponents of the House bill was 
over the fifteenth section, which the ma­ 
jority of the Committee on Foreign Reía» 
tions recommended to be stricken out, 
and which provided “ that the words 
‘Chinese laborers,’ wherever used in this 
act, shall be construed to mean both 
skilled and unskilled laborers, aud Chi­ 
nese employed in m ining.” I t was upon 
this question that Gen. Harrison made 
his only appearance in the debate of 1882, 
and it will not surprise those acquainted 
with his record and opinions on Chinese 
im migration to find th a t he opposed the 
fifteenth 
section, 
which 
specifically 
enum erated the classes of Chinese to be 
excluded, 
and 
contended 
earnestly 
against any legislation construing or af­ 
fecting the treaty in which the term 
“ Chinese laborers” had been used. 
President Arthur in his veto message

In the debate of 18S2 the Senator from 
Massachusseta (Mr. Hoar), who led the 
opponents of the bill against tho Chinese 
immigration, declared the same doctrine 
in the following w orc^:

For myself, I deny now, as I did in the 
debate of 1882, that the idea of giving up 
the right to control immigration as we 
think proper has been ever entertained 
by the American people. 
There is no inherent right in any 
foreigner to become either a citizen or 
denizen of thie country. That is a ques­ 
tion for us to determ ine, and us alone. 
I said then as 1 say now : 
To the thrifty Germ an, th e generous and gal­ 
lan t Celt, th e hardy S candinavian, to all who 
come to share the responsibilities au d work out 
the problem of our civilization aud destiuy, to 
all who Beek borne aud sh elter in our vast 
dom ain, fling wide th e portals;

only for gain, who have no share in our d es­ 
tiny, no love for our institutions, no reverence 
for our religion, we have th e right to say and 
do say, "Y ou have no lot or part in this great 
m atter.”

but aliens, and still subjects of Great 
Britain. Mr. Colcord, the port boarding 
officer at Boston, testified before us that 
on an average 
5000 Canadians come 
to this country each year to work during 
the summer, who invariably return in 
the fall, and that of this number 2500 
were fishermen. It has been claimed 
that the ratification of the recently re­ 
jected Fisheries treaty would have driven 
American fishermen from this occupa­ 
tion, whereas few Americans are engaged 
in the fishing industry, and it has come 
at last to the point where the American 
fisherman, as a class, is a thing of the 
past. 
Our investigation shows that encour­ 
aged, stimulated and pauper immigra­ 
tion has an effect on the industiial situa­ 
tion in this country to au appalling ex­ 
tent. 
There is not law enough on the 
subject, except as to contract labor, and 
that is not enforced. 
A number of sug­ 
gestions have been offered as to the best 
means of regulating immigration. I favor 
a law making it compulsory upon each 
intending immigrant to file a notice of 
hia intention at least, sixty days before 
his departure, thus enabling our consular 
agents to ascertain whotier lie belongs to 
any of the inhibited class. 
That might 
necessitate the increase of our consular 
service somewhat, perhaps by the addi­ 
tion of consular inspectors. A system of 
fees for certificates, however, could be 
instituted, which would about meet this 
additional expense. 
So many Congressional investigations 
have come to naught that it may not be 
unnatnral for certain people to make the 
insinuations that after election this whole 
matter will l>e allowed to drop. 
I want 
to say right here, however, that we mean 
business, and that this inquiry will be 
just as vigorously pushed and its results 
emphasized after election as before. The 
people may rest assured of this.

has 
greatly prospered. 
Then the farmers 
ought to stop—to have stopped grumbling 
for the reason that they should have no 
cause to grumble. But it ought not to be 
so exigent for them to practice economy 
and to abandon needless luxuries. They 
ought to be well able to afford luxuries. 
Here is the way Daniel Bennett Hill. 
Warner Miller’s antagonist, talks to the 
farmers: 
The prosperity of the farming com­ 
munity is not advanced by unreasonable 
taxation, particularly upon the necessi­ 
ties of life. Your true interest lies in ob­ 
taining reasonable prices for the pro­ 
ducts which you sell, while at the same 
time making sure that you are not 
charged unreasonable prices for what 
you buy. Any system of taxation must 
be regarded as objectionable which gives 
few benefits in exchange for many bur­ 
dens. The farmers as much as any other 
class, are interested in preventing the 
accumulation of an unnecessary surplus 
in the Treasury of the Nation or State. 
It is safe to say that no more monev 
should be raised from any source of tax­ 
ation than 
is 
necessary to support 
the Government economically adminis­ 
tered. ‘ An overflowing treasury besets 
extravagance and corruption. " It is a 
standing menace to honest Government. 
It encourages expenditures of doubtful 
propriety, and the precedent is pernicious 
in the extreme. The farmer gets the 
least benefit of improvident expenditure 
of public money, and none sooner feels 
the effect. There is no advantage to ac­ 
crue to you in the building up of monop­ 
olies anywhere. What you need most is 
fair play, better and wider markets, free­ 
dom from unnecessary exactions, and 
equal and just laws made in the interest 
of the whole people, and not for any 
special class. 
These men are good exponents, one 
of Republicanism, the other of honest 
Democracy. 


Q ueer F ish . 
Congressman Ford, upon his return 
from New England, where he went with 
his committee to inquire into the immi­ 
gration of paupers, was interviewed by a 
N. X. World reporter. Among other mat­ 
ters discussed was the Fisheries muddle. 
Ford said he found that seventy-five per 
cent, of all the fishermen along the New 
England coast are Blue Noses, Canucks 
and other foreigners. Here is what he 
says: 
With • the exception of our trip to 
California we have about concluded our 
labors. We have found the immigration 
laws violated with impunity, both in 
New York and in Boston. With regard 
to the management of Castle Garden, 
even Commissioner Stephenson admitted 
to me that, to use his own language, ‘It 
is a perfect farce.’ The laws have been 
openly defied and there has been no at­ 
tempt to cbeck the abuses. 
Apropos of this discussion of the 
fiaheries question our committee made a 
startling discovery. We found in Boston, 
that of the men who constitute our fish­ 
ing crews seventy-five per cent, are 
aliens.

The Senate Votes to Exclude 
the Chinese. 


A 
MOTION 
TO 
RECONSIDER. 


The T reaty Not Rejected By Chinn, 
But Ratification Deferred. 
House Proceedings. 


A ssociated Presa Dispatches to th e H erald. 


W a sh in g t o n , September 7.—In the 
Senate to-day the resolution heretofore 
offered by Senator Vest for an inquiry 
into the case of a Senate official (Mr. 
McKee) for publishing a campaign book, 
was taken up and at the suggestion of 
Senator Mitchell was informally laid 
aside. 
Senator Hoar’s resolution, offered yes­ 
terday, calling the attention of the Presi­ 
dent to the previous request of the Sen­ 
ate to be furnished with copies of the 
communications to the British Govern­ 
ment, in regard to the Fisheries, was 
taken up, and at the suggestion of Vest 
was laid aside informally, Vest stating 
that his understanding was. that a mes­ 
sage would be received in about half au 
hour on this subject. 
AS TO NATURALIZING CIIINE8E. 
The Chinese Exclusion bill was taken 
up, and Vest, referring to Mr. Dolph’s 
denial of his statement that seven Chiua- 
nien had been naturalized in Indianapo­ 
lis in 1S75 (under the superintendence o! 
Mr. Miller, the law partner of Harrison, 
and had voted the Republican ticket), 
read a letter showing that the only mis­ 
take make was in giving the date as 
187G instead of 1880. lie also sent to the 
Clerk's desk and hail read corroborative 
affidavits. He added that instead of it 
being a fact that no Chinamen had been 
naturalized in the United States, twenty 
of them had been naturalized in the 
State courts in Connecticut, Massachu­ 
setts and Indiana and allowed to vote. 
Dolph made the point that the records 
and documents were not evidence of the 
naturalizing of Chinamen, but only of 
declaration of intention. The act of nat­ 
uralization is one to be performed by the 
court, while a declaration of intention 
might be made before a clerk or notary. 
Vest admitted as a lawyer that the acts 
referred to did not constitute naturaliza­ 
tion in the legal sense, but he Haiti in In­ 
diana the declaration of intention con­ 
ferred the right of suffrage. 
Dolph asked Vest Whether there was 
anything in the affidavits to sustain the 
statement that Harrison’s law partner 
had anything to do with the naturaliza­ 
tion of Chinamen in Indianapolis. 
Vest admitted that there was not; on 
the contrary lie learned that neither oi 
the law partners of Harrison had any­ 
thing to do with it. 
MESSAGES FROM CHINA. 
At this point a messaze was received 
from the President and laid before the 
Senate, inclosing (as the only official in­ 
formation at hand in regard to the Chi­ 
nese treaty) copies of two telegrams, tbe 
first dated 
September 5th, in these 
words: 
“ I believe the treaty lias been 
rejected. 1 demanded from the Foreign 
Office positive information some days 
since. No information has yet been re­ 
ceived.” The second was dated Septem­ 
ber Gth, in these words: “Treaty post­ 
poned for further deliberation.” 
After the reading of the message, the 
discussion of the bill proceeded, Mitchell 
taking the floor and insisting upon the 
propriety of passing the bill, even if it 
was an Administration measure. The 
only criticism he would make upon it 
was that it did not go far enough. If he 
had his will he would make exclusion 
apply not only to the four hundred mil­ 
lion Chinamen in China, but to those 
now in the United States. 
THE BILL PASSED. 
Gorman moved that the Chinese bill 
be referred to the Committee on Foreign 
Relations. The motion was lost; yeas 
17, nays 16; no quorum. 
A vote was then taken on the bill and 
it passed; yeas 37, nays 3—Brown,Hoar 
and Wilson, of Iowa.’ 
Blair moved to reconsider the bill, so 
as to have it amended by inserting a 
{irovision that its operation be suspended 
or sixty days. 
GORMAN FAVORS RECONSIDERATION. 
Gorman got the floor in the discussion 
of the question, and, referring to his 
motin to commit the bill, said he had 
made that motion in consideration of the 
fact that the bill had come before the 
Senate under misapprehension. He con­ 
tinued : 
While 
this 
measure 
was 
under consideration, here and elsewhere 
there was the belief that the treaty re­ 
cently negotiated had been rejected by 
China. Now that the .Senate Í3 informed 
officially that that belief has no founda­ 
tion, such action as we have just taken 
ought not to have been taken, and if it 
was proposed to take such action in re­ 
gard to any other great nation, the bill 
would not receive half a dozen votes. 
We all understand the pressure on both 
sides in the face of the great contest be­ 
tween the two political parties. I concur 
with the Senator from Ohio (Mr. Sher­ 
man). I am on his side that this matter 
is above politics; 
that it is above 
the present election, and that it ought 
not to be passed in this indecent haste. 
I am delighted that the Senator of New 
Hampshire has made a motion to recon­ 
sider, and has given notice of an amend­ 
ment which he proposes to present. I 
hope the motion will prevail. I give 
notice that if the motion to reconsider be 
carried, I shall again move to commit 
the bill to the Committee on Foreign 
Relations, with the message from the 
President. That Committee can come 
here next week and present a measure 
that will not put us in a position in which 
the 
Chinese 
Government will have 
the 
moral 
right 
to 
exclude 
all 
on our people 
from 
that 
Empire. 
I do not believe the other party can 
gain any advantage by this unBeenn.ly 
and hasty motion on this measure, which 
is above all politics. 
We are all united 
in restricting Chinese immigration, and I 
do not believe that in this contest there 
is any advantage on either Bide. If wé 
go on in the face of the message which 
we have received to-day, we will destroy 
our own trade with China and make it 
impossible for this great nation of sixty 
millions of people to have an outlet in 
China for its products and close the door 
which during years past we have tried 
by fleets and special ministers to keep 
opened. 
DEBATE ON BLAIR’S MOTION. 
Stewart opposed the motion to recon­ 
sider, and said the more he read Denbv’B 
dispatches tbe more he felt that the bill 
was proper. 
Blair advocated this motion. He ar­ 
gued that the treaty would, if ratified by 
China, afford all the remedy which the 
bill was designed to give, unless the real 
purpose of the bill was to destroy the 
treaty. A delay of sixty days ought to be ’ 


satisfactory to everybody. He was op­ 
posed to Gorman’s proposition to com­ 
mit the bill, and would regard that as 
juggling with the matter. 
Dolph took up the question of the 
naturalization of Chinamen in Indian­ 
apolis and showed that the naturalization 
had gone no farther than the mere declar­ 
ation of intention to become citizens, 
which is sufficient under Indiana laws to 
entitle men to vote. Hedeclared that the 
Democratic Senators had turned front 
and voted at last solidly for the bill. The 
situation was precisely as it was last 
Monday, when the bill was in the House. 
If the bill was wrong in any part it was 
a violation of the treaty ; if it was im­ 
mature, the responsibility was with those 
who sent it to the House, and ho would 
leave it to them to deal with. 


MOTION TO RECONSIDER FENDING. 
At the close of the discussion Teller 
moved to lay on the table Blair’s motion 
to reconsider. A vote was taken, whicl 
resulted, yeas 23, nays 11; no quorum. 
The call of the .Senate showed the pres­ 
ence of forty-four Senators. 
Jones, of Arkansas, moved to adjourn. 
Blair—As the vote just taken is plainly 
indicative of the will of the Senate I do 
not want to delay action, and I therefore 
ask leave to withdraw my motion to re­ 
consider. 
Sherman—I object. 
The vote was taken on the motion to 
adjourn and it was defeated; yeas ID, 
nays 22. The vote was taken a second 
and a third time on tbe motion to lay on 
the table the motion for reconsideration, 
but each time there was a lack of a quo­ 
rum, several Senators taking advantage 
of their being paired to refrain from vot­ 
ing. Finally the friends of Ihe bill real­ 
ized the u?eiessnes8 of further attempts 
to end the matter and the Senate ad­ 
journed till Monday, leaving the bill 
passed, but the motion to reconsider 
pending.

W a s h in g t o n , September 7.—The bill 
was passed donating to the State of 
Li uisiana for quarantine purposes cer­ 
tain lands on the Mississippi river. The 
House then resumed consideration of the 
Retaliation bill. 
Rockwell, of Massachusetts, said dur­ 
ing the recent negotiations between the 
United States and Great Biitain, curren 
cy had been given to the untortunate 
idea that this country should not go to 
war on account of a few fish. While the 
United States should avoiil war as long 
as possible, as a nation holding in its 
hands the hopes of the world this great 
Republic should always stand firm for 
the recognition 
of 
its 
rights 
and 
for the protection of its citizens. 
Nutting, of New York, said that some 
gentlemen on his side of the House 
thought the President’s message was 
sent to Congress, not because the Presi­ 
dent really needed the power he aekeu 
for, but because it was a time in the 
juncture of affairs when it might be of 
assistance to him and his party. Admit­ 
ting that this was so, it must bo remem­ 
bered that the question which now con­ 
fronted Congress related to international 
policy. The American Government wus 
to blame for the present difficulties. It 
had relied upon English honor, when the 
history of nations would show that it 
was not safe to place reliance on English 
promises. If the Mills bill 6hould be­ 
come a law, England will have accom­ 
plished by her diplomacy and her influ­ 
ence in this country what she had been 
unable to accomplish by the sword. 
Romeis, of Ohio, called attention to the 
fact that off the mouth of the Detroit 
river the American Government had ex­ 
tended a channel that cost thousands of 
dollars. That channel was in Canadian 
territory and might be closed up by Cana­ 
dian authority. 
Hooker answered the charge that the 
President had been derelict in exercising 
the power conferred upon him by the 
act of 1887. The act of 1887 related only 
to the exclusion of Canadiau vessels 
from United States ports, and did not 
extend to the restraining of the shipment 
of goods in bond across American terri­ 
tory. He believed that the President’s 
message, like all his other utterances, 
would meet the approval of hia country­ 
men. 
Cannon, of Illinois, said the Ad­ 
ministration had adopted the Chinese 
policy and was trying to frighten Canada 
by beating gongs. The President already 
had a big gong, but he said: “ I am go­ 
ing into this business, give me another 
hammer.” [Laughter.] 
Cannon then read an order signed by 
by the President on March 12, 1887. 
designating San Francisco as a port of 
entry for for goods in bonds, to show that 
at 
that 
time 
(after the 
passage 
of the Retaliation bill) the President 
did not think the 20th article abrogated. 
Now 
the 
President 
said 
that 
it 
had been dead since 1885, and the man 
that towered like Colossus among all be­ 
tween sun up and sun down, turned a 
double summersault and, with an ana­ 
thema against the Canadian Govern­ 
ment cried, “Gore, gore, gore.” 
Every­ 
body understood that the present Execu­ 
tive was not going to spill his blood in 
the fight. The people would not be again 
fooled. Thank God, this was the day of 
newspapers und school houses, and the 
gentlemen might as well undertake to 
dip the Atlantic dry with a spoon as to 
fool the loyal masses of the country by 
any such clap-trap. 
McMillian, of Tennessee—Are you go­ 
ing to vote for this clap-trap ? 
Seymour, of Michigan, said that the 
Northwest was interested in short and 
cheap lines of traffic. 
The extension of 
the power requested by the President 
would, if given, result in the prohibition 
by Canada of the transit of American 
goods through that country. It would not 
benefit the fishermen, but would damage 
Canada and. the Northwest mutually. 
It was agreed that a vote should be 
taken at 4 o’clock to-morrow. The House 
then took a recess. 
The house at the evening session passed 
thirty-two private pension bills, and at 
10:30 adjourned until to-morrow.

The Graham M urder Case Dismissed.

The com­ 
plete depopulation of the city is impos­ 
sible, as those without m eans can hardly 
be provided for in the refugees’ camps, 
during thejnonth or six weeks, during 
which time it is feared the epidemic will 
have done its worst and hundreds of 
lives will have been sacrificed.

N e w i N n R fe t* ! 
PACIFIC COAST. 
Mat or Pond of San Francisco, re­ 
ceived a dispatch from Hong Kong, stat­ 
ing that that the cholera epidemic at 
Hong Kong and Macao has terminated. 
Judge Terry says he does not expect to 
apply to the Supreme Court for a writ of 
habeas corpus. 
At a meeting of the Citizens Committee 
on Chinese immigration at San Francisco 
Garrett M cEnernev reported that the 
passage of the Scott bill was all that the 
committee desired in the way of lesis- 
lation. 
On petition of M arshal Franks, Judge 
Wallace ordered the case of David T. 
Terry against J. Franks removed from 
his court to the United States Circuit 
Court. 
He asked for removal on the 
groind that the building in which the 
assault took place was on United States 
territory. 
The British consul at San Francisco 
has received information that the British 
Government has forwarded gold and 
silver medals and other testimonials to 
Captain H. M. Hayward, of the Oceanic 
steamer Mariposa, to Chief Officer H art 
and four sailors of the steamer, as a re­ 
ward for their services in rescuing the 
crew of the British bark Henry James, 
which was wrecked on Palmira Island a 
few months ago. 


EASTERN. 
At the Democratic State Convention of 
South Carolina, J. P. Richardson and 
W . L. Maudlin, the present iucumbents, 
were nominated 
for 
Governor and 
Lieutenant-Governor. 
The Minnesota Republicans nominated 
W. R. Morrison for Governor, A. R. 
Rice for Lieutenant-Governor, and Hans 
Matson for Secretary of State. 
Hon. Miguel S. Otero has been nomin­ 
ated by the Republicans of New Mexico 
as Delegate to Congress. Otero was the 
Delegate from the Territorv in 1879 and 
1880. 
* 
Thursday was the gloomiest day of the 
epidemic in Jacksonville. 
The death 
roll was unexceptionallv large. 
The 
num ber of new cases reported for the 24 
hours ending at 6 o’clock p. m. was 40, 
deaths reported for the same time 10. 
Mias Ada Flynn, handsome and ac­ 
complished, was mysteriously murdered 
in her home near Glasgow, Pa., in the 
absence of the rest of the family. It is 
supposed the deed was that of a robber. 
The Republicans of Indianapolis had 
a great outdoor demonstration Thursday 
night, the occasion being the return of 
General Alvin P. Hovey, Republican 
candidate for Governor, and the active 
inauguration of the Gubernatorial cam­ 
paign. General Hovey and ex-Governor 
Porter addressed the audience, briefly 
discussing the issues of the campaign. 
^ The Minnesota Grain and Warehouse 
Commissioners have promulgated a T ule 
adm itting damaged wheat to the extent 
of 5 to 10 per cent, by frost, to grade as 
No. 1 hard. This decision caused a sensa­ 
tion among the dealers, who vigorously 
protest that it will hurt the State of Min­ 
nesota wheat. 
The Society of the Army of the Ten­ 
nessee closed its business session at 
Toledo Thursday. The officers for the 
coming year are as follows: President, 
Gen. W. T. Sherm an; recording secre­ 
tary, Col. L. D. Dayton; corresponding 
secretary, Gen. A. K. Hooper; treasurer, 
Gen. W. M. Force. The meeting next 
year will be held at Cincinnati. 
Ap­ 
propriate resolutions were adopted on the 
death of Gen. Sheridan. 
Gen. Russel 
A. Alger, of Michigan, was elected an 
honorary member. 
Letters of regret 
were read from several eminent men 
who had been invited to attend, includ­ 
ing Gen. Harrison, Col, Fred Grant, 
Gen. Rosecrana, Hon. Levi P. Morton 
and Secretary Fairchild. 


FOREIGN. 
Lombardees. Minister of the Interior 
of Greece, is dead. 
The British warship Canada arrived at 
Halifax Thursday from the West Indies. 
There was an earthquake at the city of 
Mexico at 9 o’clock on Thursday night. 
Houses swayed and walls cracked. 
It 
was preceded by high winds. 
The German Government has sent a 
note to England requesting that the set­ 
tlem ent of the Niger dispute be has­ 
tened. 
At the Trades Congress at Bradford, a 
resolution was passed favoring the ex­ 
clusion of semi-pauper immigrants,unless 
skilled workers. 
Archbishop W alsh has forwarded to the 
headquarters of the National 
League 
£1,652 which he has received 
from 
America, Australia and New Zealand in 
aid of evicted tenants. 
On the occasion of the trial of Red­ 
mond at Arthurstown, Ireland, the po­ 
lice charged a crowd of people assembled 
outside the court. The police clubbed 
the people with their rifles and dispersed 
them violently. 
Many were seriously in­ 
jured. 
The Catholic Congress at Freiburg 
unanimously adopted a resolution favor 
ing the temporal power of the Pope, and 
condemning the Italian penal lows affect­ 
ing the clergy. 
A dispatch from Zanzibar says the 
chief director of the German Company 
was fired upon and forcibly prevented 
from landing at Pangain on Wednesday. 
H e returned to Zanzibar for armed as­ 
sistance which was granted by the Sul­ 
tan. 
Great excitem ent prevails. 
A dispatch from Rome says the Pope 
has instructed the Papal Nuncio at Brus- 
sella to aid Cardinal Lavigirie to convoke 
an intermediate conference on the sup­ 
pression of slave trading. 
The Allen line steamer Prussion, from 
Philadelphia, on her wav to Glasgow, in 
the Clyde Thursday night collided with 
the steamer Memling, which was almost 
cut in two. The Prussian was beached. 
Baron Oppenham, of Cologne, has 
subscribed 14,000 marks to a fund for 
the Emin Bey relief expedition. Dr. 
Kohlfs publishes a letter in which he 
approves of the expedition, but favors 
the establishment of a chain of German 
stations at intervals of one 
week’s 
march. 
A dispatch from Zanzibar says a vessel 
flying the French flag and carrying 
French papers, landed eighty slaves at 
the island of Pemba in the presence of 
boats from 
the 
British Man-of-War 
Griffin. It is reported that a regular 
slave traffic is carried on between Pemba 
and Madagascar by prows with which, 
in views of the fact that they carry the 
French flag, British cruisers are power­ 
less to interfere. The French have or­ 
dered an investigation of the report. 
Sir Charles Tapper, in a speech at the 
Cutters’ Feast at Sheffield Thursday 
night, referred in terms of high praiee 
to the conduct of Joseph Chamberlain in 
connection with the Fisheries treaty. 
He said no more acceptable man to the 
Americans than 
Chamberlain could 
have been found. Canada would never 
adopt a policy, physical or otherwise, 
that would be detrimental to England. 
Canada would act with the Fisheries 
question as its great importance deserved.

A cute Bronchitis. 


This is an inflam m ation of th e M ucons Mem­ 
brane lining the Bronchial Tubes, and 1b one of 
th e m ost com m on of all th e pnlm onary dis­ 
eases.

Humid Bronchitis 


(Ftom Inimrr?. to be moist) is so called from the 
profuse q uantity of watery secretions w hich 
comes from th e air passages of the lungs.
